Sheriff’s Report 

Prince George’s County Sher- 
iff Melvin C. High made the 
third presentation, providing a 
comprehensive report and up- 
date on the varied activities and 
responsibilities of the Sheriff's 
office. He was accompanied by 
several members of staff. High 
used a slide presentation to de- 
scribe and report on the various 
services performed by his agency. 
The thrust of his presentation 
was that, while the responsibili- 
ties of his agency have increased, 








the numbers of sworn officers 
and civilian staff within the de- 
partment remains about the same. 

High described the range of 
departmental responsibilities be- 
ginning with security at the 
county's courthouse facilities, 
the servicing of warrants and 
being responsible for extraditing 
persons charged with criminal 
offenses and returning them to 
the county for trial. His depart- 
ment is aiso responsible for child 
support enforcement, domestic 
violence interventions, protec- 
tive and peace orders issued by 
the courts, victim assistance and 
landlord/tenant relations 

The final presentation for the 
evening was by Jordan to Joe 
McNeal, assistant director of rec- 
reation, to recognize Greenbelt’s 
participation in the “National 
Kids to Parks Day” on May

Crime Rate Continues to Plummet, 
Public Safety Budget Is Stable

The largest budget that the 
Greenbelt City Council has to 
deal with each year is the Public 
Safety Budget, which totaled 
$110,067,300 for FY 2014. The 
FY 2015 proposed budget calls 
for $10,092,300 in total expen- 
ditures, just a slight increase. 
On May 5 the city council met 
with representatives of the police 
department and the Greenbelt 
Community Emergency Response 
Team (CERT) to consider the 
proposed Public Safety Budget 
for FY 2015, which begins July 
1. Although the Fire and Rescue 
and Animal Control budgets were 
also part of the Public Safety 


budget, they were not discussed 
at the meeting. Fire Department 
officials had a conflict and could 
not attend the session. They 
will be rescheduled for a later 





A major theme of the work- 
session was the continuing dras- 
tic decline in the city’s crime 
rate. Serious crimes — defined 
as murder, rape, robbery, assault, 
burglary, larceny and auto theft — 
decreased 16.4 percent between 
2012 and 2013 (from 1134 to 
948 reported incidents). By

and Prince George’s counties ex- 
perienced a 6.5 percent decrease. 
Property crimes, which made 
up 89 percent of the total city 
crime in 2013, were down 18 
percent between 2012 and 2013. 
Greenbelt West, the most heavily 
populated area of Greenbelt, had 
50 percent of the reported crime, 
followed by Greenbelt East (31 
percent) and historic Greenbelt 
(19 percent), For more detailed 
recent crime statistics, see the 
front page article in the March 
20, 2014, News Review. 
Councilmember Ed Putens 
commented that while this is cer- 
tainly impressive, there are still 
‘ge number of instances in 
which vehicles are damaged and 
wondered what could be done 
about that. Police Chief James 
Craze noted that his department 
addresses this issue primarily 
through public information be- 
cause citizens frequently make 
their vehicles vulnerable by leav- 
ing them unlocked or leaving 
valuables on the seats where they 
can easily be seen by potential 
thieves. He also stated that the 
police have to prioritize and that 
serious crimes take precedence. 
According to Craze, he ex- 
pects a significant increase in 
DUI arrests in FY 2015 due to 
a recent liberalization of Mary- 
land’s marijuana law. That has 
been the experience of the states 
of Washington and Oregon where

Farmers Market Season 
Begins on Mother’s Day

May II at 10 a.m. on the 
nose, GFM’s Hardy Perennial 
Market Master Nancy Solomon 
will ring the bell that peals out 
the start of a new season of 
the Greenbelt Farmers Market 
(GFM). Just like the tubers and 
the seeds, just like the mush- 
rooms nestling under the logs, 
the GFM Board has been prepar- 
ing during the long dark winter 
months for spring. Mother’s Day 
has become the traditional open- 
ing day for the market and, as 
tradition also dictates, there will 
be balloons for the small fry. 

The market has 25+ vendors 
this year — old friends and new. 
Some attend every week, others 
rotate or visit occasionally. A 
complete list is available on the 
GFM website (www.greenbelt- 
farmersmarket.org) along with 
information on market prod- 
ucts, how to volunteer, hours and 
dates, and how to sign up for the 
newsletter. 

GEM is a producer and con- 
sumables market. All products 
must be grown or made by the 
vendor and must be consumable 
in some way (e.g. soap or lotion 
is consumed on the body, but 
pottery is rarely consumed with 
good results). Vendors must 
come from within 100 miles or 
from within Maryland. GFM 
visits its vendors to ensure that 
the farm has the resources to 
grow, make or raise the pro- 

















duce at its facility or farm. All 
vendors are required to obtain 
health permits, fair weights and 
measures certification of scales, 
and to conform to regulations 
that control how food is sold and 
stored. 
New Signs 

This year, Greenbelt Road at 
Southway and Kenilworth Ave. 
at Crescent Road sport cheer- 
ful new permanent signs cour- 
tesy of the Greenbelt Community 
Foundation, replacing the heavy 
portable signs in the medians on 
Kenilworth Ave. and Greenbelt 
Road. Smaller signs direct traffic 
within the City, These new signs 
keep the market in the minds 
of passers-by year round, and 
(as many volunteers will thank- 
fully attest) help GFM lower the 
physical risk to volunteers of 
carrying and deploying/retrieving 
the portable signs on these busy 
intersections. In line with GFM’s 
commitment to recycling, the old 
wooden signs have found a new 
home with Mishkan Torah! 

It’s a busy time for the GFM 
Board — organizing vendors and 
navigating county permits — but 
worth it. The parking lot be- 
tween the New Deal Café and 
the Community Center flowers 
with tents and awnings, scintil- 
lates with strawberries, shivers 
deliciously with ice cream, and

To celebrate its 10th Anni- 
versary, Greenbelt’s Utopia Film 
Festival on Saturday, May 17, 
will present 10 Years of Utopia 
—a day and evening of selections 
from its decade-long history as 
Prince George’s County's first 
international film festival. 

The program will run from 
noon till 11 p.m, at the historic 
P&G Old Greenbelt Theatre at 
Roosevelt Center and will in- 
clude documentaries, shorts, ani- 
mation, spoofs and scary films. 

10 Years of Utopia is free to 
the public, sponsored by non- 
profit Greenbelt Access Tele- 
vision (GATE) and non-profit 
Greenbelt Association for the 
Visual Arts (GAVA), which di- 
rects the GATE/GAVA animation 
program. 

Screenings start at noon with 
a powerful 48-minute documen- 
tary about life in contemporary 
suburbia Subdivided: Isolation 
and Community in America.

Ann Landry Lombardi 

Greenbelt resident xm 
Ann Landry Lom- 
bardi died April 30, ff 
2014 at the age of 77. ec 

She is survived by 
her husband James 
Lombardi and three children, Jo- 
seph James Lombardi, Ann Ma- 
rie Lombardi and Joyce Roseann 
Lombardi; two grandchildren, 
Atlas Lombardi Pyke and Ra- 
monda Lombardi Pyke; brother 
Charles Landry and the late Rich- 
ard Landry. 

Mrs. Lombardi loved politics, 
parties and family. 

Bom Ann Beaulieu Landry on 
July 14, 1936, to a sturdy French 
Canadian family in Millinockett, 
Maine, she moved to Washington, 
D.C., to obtain a nursing degree 
from the Catholic University of 
America. She quickly took to life 
inside the Beltway and stayed 
put, marrying an idealistic class- 
mate named James Lombardi and 
proudly launching her career as a 
public health nurse for the Wash- 
ington, D.C., and Prince George’s 
County health departments. 

That career led to a six-year 
position on the board of direc- 
tors for Prince George’s Hospital 
and Medical Center, where she 
demonstrated a meticulous leader- 
ship style that would become her 
hallmark. In the late 70s, Mrs. 
Lombardi door-knocked her way 
to an at-large seat on the Prince 
George’s County Council, which 
she held from 1978 to 1982. 
Years later, the Prince George 
Journal described her as “one of 
the most capable County Council 
members in that body’s 20-years 
history.” 

In 1983, Mrs. Lombardi was 
appointed Commissioner of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission, overseeing a $400 
million budget and a staff of 
2,000. Privately, she mocked 
“the sludge queen,” but 
s thrilled to feed her lifelong 
cination with civil engineering 
and water works. She decorated 
her home, not with prints of flow- 
ers or seascapes, but with pictures 
of canals, locks and dams. 

After successfully battling 
Hodgkin's disease in the late 80s, 
Mrs, Lombardi became an active 
member of the Lobby Corps of the 
League of Women Voters on Capi- 
tol Hill. She remained committed 
to good governance, voters’ rights, 
women’s and health issues for the 
rest of her life. Every Election 
Day her adult children got a phone 
call: “Did you vote yet?” 

Ann was immersed in the lives 
of her three children and two 
grandchildren; she volunteered 
at their schools, she hosted their 
friends, she relished their details. 
Ann died of a stroke in her tidy 
brick house in Greenbelt on April 
30, 2014, doing what she loved: 
preparing for a family patio party, 
Just because.

possession of marijuana was le- 
galized, according to Craze. 

Some interesting explanations 
were offered at the session for 
the drop in crime. Aside from 
sharper police strategies, stiffer 
prison sentences and newer tech- 
nologies, other factors also came 
into play. Studies show that 
out-of-work people staying home 
due to the economy have deterred 
criminals by their presence or by 
notifying police of s 
havior, The deterrence factor has 
been bolstered by telecommuters 
and retirees staying at home. 
Some experts also point to the 
proliferation of video games and 
other electronic devices as a 
contributing factor, since fewer 
young people on the street mean 
fewer potential criminals and 
fewer targets, There is also some 
suggestion in the literature that 
violent video games may actu- 
ally mitigate real-life aggr 
behavior. For a fuller dis 
of these studies and other fac- 
tors that have contributed to the 
decline in crime, see the article 
on page 8 of the March 20, 2014 
edition of the News Review (“A 
Commentary by Chief James 
Craze”). 

Personnel Budget 

The same number of full- 
time employees (FTEs) autho- 
rized in the FY 2014 budget 
are proposed for the FY 2015 
budget, a total of 70 including 
54 police officers and 16 civil- 
ians employees. The FY 2014 
budget for personnel expenses 
was $8,319,700; the proposed 
FY 2015 budget is $8,299,400. 
During the discussion with the 
council, Craze stated that one of 
the department's biggest chal- 
lenges is to replace retiring of- 
ficers with well-qualified person- 
nel. In the past calendar year, 
four officers retired, and 19 more 
are eligible to retire in the com- 
ing fiscal year. The department 
is currently engaged in an active 
recruitment campaign. 

The trend towards increas- 
ing the number of civilians is a 
long-term management objective, 
Craze reported. In FY 2014 the 
department took its step by 
hiring a civilian to perform du- 
ties formerly done by the Public 
Information/Crime Prevention 
officer. More changes are under 
consideration. Scott Kaiser, a 
representative of the Fraternal 
Order of Police (FOP) cautioned, 
however, that the FOP is against 
the elimination of officer posi- 
tions and that further civilianiza- 
tion should be done cautiously. 

Technology Budget 

There is a slight increase in 
the proposed budget for com- 
puter expenses, from $99,600 in 
FY 2014 to $100,300 proposed 
for FY 2015. This includes the 
annual software maintenance 
expense ($94,000) for the new 
computer-aided dispatch and re- 
cords management system. 

Craze and Corporal Tim 
White, an IT-savvy police officer, 
were enthusiastic about some of 
the technology currently in use 
that helps officers do their job, 
including license plate readers 
which can scan the citation his- 
tory of vehicles, a new electronic 
crash-reporting system and elec- 
tronic fingerprints. Indeed, use 
of the license plate reader led to 
the discovery of a victim recently 
murdered in Greenbelt. 

One issue that created substan- 
i the depart- 
ment’s request in future budge: 
that the council consider an ini- 










































tial investment of $60,920 for 
32 body video cameras with a 
yearly future cost of $9,456 per 
annum, Such cameras attach to 
the officer's person and automat- 
ically record events during traffic 
stops when officers interview 
motorists. Although in-car vid- 
eos are utilized by other police 
departments on a regular basis, 
they have never been utilized 
in Greenbelt. Mayor Emmett 
Jordan said that although body 
video cameras may help the po- 
lice, privacy concerns need to be 
addressed. FOP representative 
Kaiser agreed that the cameras 
could capture improper conduct 
but stated that monies would be 
better spent on basic equipment 
not available to all police of- 
ficers, such as laptops, printers 
and tasers. 

Finally, Craze stated that the 
council should consider authoriz- 
ing hiring a full-time in-house 
IT professional for the police. 
Councilmember Leta Mach asked 
if this person would be shared 
with other city agencies. Craze 
replied that he needed a dedi- 
cated IT person to serve his 
department exclusively. 

Equipment Budget 

Captain Tom Kemp, serving 
as spokesperson on this issue, 
stated that the department would 
like to receive an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 to better train 





and equip officers to respond 
to active shooter situations of 
the type seen at Columbine and 
other schools. The money would 
be used for training and to pur- 
chase 55 vests containing Level 
5 ballistic plates, which would 
not allow deadly penetration by 
assault weapons. The vests cur- 
rently in use cannot stop penetra- 
tion by high-power rifles. It was 
noted that this item is not in the 
FY 2015 budget but the council 
suggested that funds might be 
accessible from drug forfeiture 
funds. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin stated that he would 
examine this possibility, 

The FY 2015 proposed budget 
also contains funds to purchase 
six police replacement vehicles 
at a total cost of $171,600 (two 
Ford Explorers and four Ford 
Tauruses). The police depart- 
ment also has recommended 
the purchase of 10 replacement 
tasers which Craze says is the 
best tool to de-escalate confron- 
tations. 

Income Generated 

Although most of the monies 
utilized by the police depart- 
ment come from general city 
revenues, substantial amounts 
are self-generated. In FY 2014, 
for example, the department was 
awarded an estimated $631,000 
in grants from the State Police, 
the State Highway Administra- 














tion and other sources. It also 
collected an estimated $123,000 
in parking citations and late fees; 
$275,000 in red-light camera 
fines and $240,000 in speed- 
camera fines. 
CERT Funding 

Toward the end of the work- 
session, Kris White, CERT rep- 
resentative, addressed the council 
in support of its request for 
$1,650 in funding. It noted that 
2013 was a productive year for 
CERT in its role in educating 
residents about how to be pre- 
pared in an emergency and in 
helping to develop emergency 
preparedness plans for families 
and pets. Among other things, 
CERT took part in the “Are You 
Ready” event in Roosevelt Cen- 








ter and staffed a booth during 
the Labor Day Festival. CERT 
also will coordinate with the Pub- 
lic Safety Advisory Committee to 
handle a city referral regarding an 
emergency preparation plan for 
city residents. 
Other 

The proposed budget presented 
to council included an increase in 
the Animal Control budget from 
$202,600 in FY 2014 to $213,000 
in FY 2015, The budget for the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and Rescue Squad remains 
at $98,000. Of that amount 
$88,000 is budgeted for the pur- 
chase of equipment and $10,000 
to be allocated ($5,000 each) to 
the Berwyn Heights and West 
Lanham Hills Fire Departments.

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Park Trust, the event is a public 
education program that empowers 
children and encourages families 
to take advantage of the outdoors 
and visit local, regional, state and 
national parks. 

Budget Hearing 

After the presentations, Jordan 
recessed council’s regular meet- 
ing in order to conduct a required 
public hearing on the proposed FY 
2015 city budget. 

First of several to speak was 
George Boyce, representing 
Club125 located in Roosevelt 
Center. He noted the unmet 
needs of the city’s contribution 
groups and the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education. Boyce 
was concerned that Greenbelt 
Access Television, Inc. (GATE), 
meanwhile, has enjoyed increased 
contributions from the city. He 
suggested council should cut 
those back, using the savings to 
fund other groups. 

Later in the meeting under “Pe- 
titions and Requests,” Boyce also 
urged council to create a Science 
and Technology Advisory Com- 
mittee and allocate funds from 
GATE to support scientific pro- 
grams in the city. 

Pat Novinski addressed the 
budget hearing to urge council’s 
support for increasing the Alight 
Dance Theater’s contribution in 
the budget. 

Molly Lester also noted the 
level of city contributions to

GATE. She, too, urged council to 
reduce GATE contributions, using 
the funds saved to address needs 
of contribution groups and other 
city needs, 

Robert Zugby, president of 
GATE, responded, noting that 
funds received through the city are 
part of fees provided to the city 
by cable TV providers for their 
support of public access channels 
required by law when they enter 
into franchise agreements with city 
and county governments. Zugby 
also noted that GATE, a creation 
of the city government, continues 
an active partnership with the city.

Council has scheduled several 
more budget worksessions with its 
final budget review worksession 
on Monday, May 19. 

A second public hearing on the 
proposed budget will be included 
on the agenda of the Tuesday, 
May 27 council meeting. Budget 
adoption will take place at the 
council’s first meeting in June. 

Consent Agenda 

Most other business on coun- 
cil’s agenda was taken care of 
with the consent agenda where 
a single motion approves items 
such as minutes of prior meetings, 
committee reports and other com- 
munications unless a councilmem- 
ber requests otherwise. 

One such item was a letter to 
County Council Member Ingrid 
Turner expressing appreciation for 
her successful efforts to secure 
passage of County Council leg- 
islation authorizing the rental of 
commercial kitchens in facilities 
such as the Greenbelt Community 
Center.
